Top  Singers 
To  Perform 

Making  his  second  appearance 
on  the  BYU  campus,  during  the 
Summer  Music  Festival,  will  be 
the  famous  baritone  Robert  Mc- 
Ferrin,  along  with  the  California 
Jubilee  Singers. 

ACCOMPANIED  by  .Sara  Mc- 
Feirin,  the  group  will  perform 
at  10  p.m.  in  the  Joseph  Smith 
Auditorium. 

McFerrin  has  been  receiving 
plaudits  for  his  thrilling  voice 
ever  since  his  debut  with  the  Met- 
ropolitan Opera  as  Amonasro  in 
Verdi’s  "Aida”  in  1955.  He  thus 
became  the  second  Negro  to  sing 
with  the  Metropolitan  during  its 
70  year  history  and  the  first  to 
become  a regular  member  of  the 
company. 

DL’KINOI  THE  summer  of  1957 
McFerrin  performed  with  the 
Teatro  San  Carlo  in  Naples,  Italy, 
\vhere  he  also  gave  numerous  re- 
citals.  In  1958  he  represented  the 
United  States  at  the  Brussell’s 
World’s  Fair,  and  later  the  same 
year  made  a concert  tour  of 
South  America. 

He  sang  the  role  of  Porgy  for 
the  film  soundtrack  of  “Porgy 
and  Bess,”  released  by  Columbia 
Records  in  1959. 

The  California  Jubilee  Singers 
were  organized  by  McFerrin  at 
the  request  of  European  impres- 
.caiios.  With  him.self  as  soloist, 
the  group  toured  Scandinavia, 
Germany,  France,  Belgium,  Italy 
and  Greece  in  the  autumn  of  1964, 
a,nd  has  been  booked  for  a similar 
tour  during  the  1965-66  music 
season. 

THE  .JUBILEE  Singers  present 
Negro  spirituals  with  the  rhythm 
and  emotion  of  the  plantation 
singers  from  past  centuries.  The 
group  has  fulfilled  a dream  o£ 
McFerrin’s,  to  bring  forth  the 
wonderful  old  spirituals  .sung  by 
the  original  Jubilee  Singers  fol- 
lowing the  Civil  War.

SAIGON — U.  S.  planes  bombed  North  Viet  Nam  targets 
Sunday  and  Monday,  including  the  old  fortress  of  Dien  Bien 
Phu.  China  charged  Sunday  that  four  American  aarcraft 
flew  over  a Communist  Chinese  province,  but  U.  S.  sources 
in  Washington  denied  it.  . . j 

The  first  full-sized  U.  S.  infantry  unit  arrived  Monda> 
at  Cam  P.anhbav,  180  miles  nortlieast  of  Saigon.

WASHINGTON 
President  Johnson  was  the  target  Monday  of  House 
Minority  leader  Gerald  R.  Ford  (R-!Mich.)  as  he  attacked 
“Lvndon  come  lately”  for  what  appeared  to  be  r^pocnsy 
concerning  his  stands  on  civil  rights.  In  a speech  batuid^ 
the  President  had  criticized  Ford  and  other  House  Repul> 
licans  for  supporting  a substitute  voting  rights 
Johnson  said  “would  have  seriously  damaged  and  diluted  the 
guarantee  of  the  right  to  vote  for  all  Americans,  bn  ike 
the  administration  bill,  the  GOP  measui*e  would  have  applied 
in  all  states  and  would  also  have  imposed  local  voting  stand- 
ards, such  as  literacy  tests.  , j x j 

Ford  said  that  prior  to  1957  Lyndon  Johnson  had  voted 
100  per  cent  of  the  time  against  civil  rights  legislation,  and 
he  quoted  Johnson  as  having  said  that  civil  rights  legislation 
is  a farce,  a sham,  and  an  effort  to  set  up  a police  state. 

100  THOUSAND  IN  VIET  NAM 
It  was  anounced  Monday  that  the  United  States  goveni-- 
ment  expects  to  increase  the  number  of  military  personnel 
in  Viet  Nam.  Over  100  thousand  men  will  be  in  Viet  Nam  by 
tlie  end  of  summer.  No  announcement  has  been  given  to  indi- 
cate that  the  Resei-ve  will  be  called  up  or  that  the  draft  will 

be  increased.  PRIVILEGED  SANCTUARY 

U.  S.  Secretary  of  State  Dean  Rusk  said  Sunday  that 
North  Viet  Nam  would  not  “be  pemitted  to  send  tens  of 
thousands  of  people  into  the  south  to  attack  South  Viet  Nam 
and  live  in  safety  and  comfort  there  in  the  north.”  Rusk  said 
that  “The  idea  of  the  sanctuary  is  dead,”  and  also  warned 
that  Communist  China  could  not  expect  to  be  free  from  U.S. 
attack  if  she  were  to  become  directly  involved  in  the  conflict. 

American  planes  have  up  to  this  point  struck  targets  all 
over  North  Viet  Nam  with  the  exception  of  large  population 
centers  such  as  Hanoi  and  Haiphong. 

MEDICARE,  HOUSING,  POVERTY 
Final  Senate-House  compromises  are  exepected  this  week 
on  the  Medicare  and  voting  rights  bills  which  were  passed 
last  ^^eek  * 

This  week  the  Senate  is  expected  to  take  action  on  Pres- 
ident Johnson’s  housing  bill  and  the  House  is  expected  to  act 
on  a $1,900,000,000  bill  to  boost  the  antipoverty  program.  In 
addition  to  extending  and  expanding  federal  housing  and 
urban  renewal  pi'ogi’ams,  the  Senate  bill  also  calls  for  mass- 
ive rent  subsidies.
